In 
no  case  will  long  lists  or  selected  varieties  be  supplied  less  than  5 of  a kind 
of  either  fruit  or  ornamental  trees  or  plants,  etc.,  at  lowest  rates.  We  will 
not  book  orders  made  up  entirely  of  scarce  varieties. 

CAUTION. — We  accept  all  orders  on  condition  that  they  shall  be  void 
should  injury  befall  stock  from  frost,  fire,  hailstorms  or  other  causes  over 
which  we  have  no  control.
